tho large sum of $1761 a quarter. . His Excel- 
lency had instructed the valuators to extend 
this list so. a3 to include the half year, and 
when that was done he would-put it before 
tho Council. These returns showed that tho 
Chinese wero buying property-for mercantile 
purposes.-. He had ‘from time to time 
availed ‘himself of the suggestions—made. 
He had genorally conaulted the Chineso 
rate payera in’ matters which largely intor- 
ested ition. The advice ‘which he received 
from thom was génerally worthy of consider- 
ation. The Hon,. members would soe that 
the -revenua had largely excceded his os- 
timate. Ho was happy to say that the returns 


put before them by the Colonial Treasurer 


were to the same effect. Taking. stamp re- 
turns he beld in his hand the returns for the 
first half of the present year. He had col- 
lected up'to the 3rd of Juno, 1881, $77,552. 
Sines thon the payments had gone on 
increasing, and by simply. doubling them, 
and taking it as the possible result for the 
year, wouild be $155,000, whorcaa his  osti- 
mate of. atamp revenuc was $116,000.. So 
also thoro was an increase in the rates, 
though they are only at tho’ old figure of 
12 por cent. The income from them was 
immensely satisfactory: As regarded the 
expenditure for the ‘past year, tho total 
probable expenditure for 1880 was $074,272, 
but the expenditure had been kept a littlo- 
within, theso ‘limits, and ‘amounted to ouly 
$948,014. _ In‘ other words the estimate: 
revenue for 1880 had been exceeded 
very much, and the expenditure -had 
been kept within the estimated limits. 
In. 1 to the’ details of the estimates 
there had been little change. His Excel- 
lency had made one or two altcrations in 
the establishment charges, of which he hoped 
they would be sble to’ approve. They 
wonld have been before them in Finance 
Committee. A change had heen made in the 
vote for education, and a small change’ had 
been made in the Postmaster General's De- 
partment. There were also some alterations 
in the Polico Departinent.. In the Harbour, 
Department they would find an incrense ; 
and coming to public works they would 
also find a few changes. ..He had appointed 
a Commission some months ago to inquire 
into the Central School, He had not yet 
received their report. He had not been 
satisfied with the teaching of Enylish in the 
Central. School. - When he came here thore 
‘were Chinese teachers who could not:answer 
& single question in English. Now -this 
was the primary: object of tho Central 
School, Dr Stewart at that time had not. 
hreturned--to England.. H.: E. - entrusted 
the inspection’ of the’ School ..to. Dr 
Eitel, Sir M. Hicks-Beach having ex- 
ressed his intention of appointing him 
Paspeetor of Schools until another post 
opened up for him, A valuable report was 
made, and on the return of Dr, Stewart 
H. E, wrote to the Secretary of State, saying 
it waa his intention to leave the Central 
School under the control of Dr, Stewart. 


Dr. Eitel had been inspector of all the out- 
schools in the Ovlony with the excop- 
tion of the Central School. An indo- 
pendent -oxamination wos held, and 
the examiners reported that they. regret- 
ted to say. that scarcely a Chinese youth 
in .the .school could translate ‘a single 
English sentence. This waa unsatisfac- 
tory and proved that the withdrawal of Dr 
Eitel from the ‘inspection, of. the Central 
School was undesirable, and in future the 
achool will ‘be under his inspection, To 
teach English thoroughly in’ schools where 
Chineso attonded it was ‘necessary to have 
a Nonnal School where the teachers them- 
atlves could be taught, -Such a. school 
could be established st a very moderate ex- 
pense. Tho Chinese schools were managed 
pretty much independently of the Govern- 
ment here, and the only ones who took ad- 
vantage of the’ grant-in-aid system were 
the missionary bodies. Such a normal 
school would not increase the estimates 
by, more than” $5000, “and — the’ results 
would .be most important. The changes 
that had been-made under the head .of 
vote for police, had been - suggested 
by the Captain Superintendent, who had 
pointed out, to His Excellency that the 
salaries of the clerks in. the Police De- 
partmont were not in a proportionate 


rate to the other departmonts. The Se- }- 


cretary of State has approved of this. 
He placed befote them in the eatimates 
for 1882 a revised scale of salaries in 
the Police Departments. He had also re- 
ceived from the Captain Superintendent a 
suggestion as to a small addition tu the 
European force, partly.owing to the fact 
that there were a munber of sailors-loafing 


about the town, and partly owing to’ Euro- 
pean. residences being extended further up 
the hill, This increase His Excellency 
approved of, and he hoped it would 
be considered favourably by the Council. 
Tho Captain Superintendent had also sug- 
gested that a certain increase of the pay 
of some inspectors should be made. He had 
given that favorable consideration as he was 
| struck withthe admirable way in which the 
police force was conducted. The Captain 
Pupecintendant had had at all times not 
only the interesta of the, police. force at 
heart, but also” thé public service. His re- 
commendations had all been made with an 
eye to efficiency., There was only one 
ofticer in the force whose salary he had 
not recommended ,to be raised, and 
that was his own.’ There had been a small 
increase in’the Postmaster-General’s De- 
partment, that waa in the case of Mr Lister 
—a most efficient and hard-working officer 
.whose emoluments had been with the sanc- 
tion’ of the Secretary of State increased by 
$480. His Excellency next referred to the 
abolition, of the Stato Ecclesiastical. De- 
partment, and said that.on the death‘of the 
present: incumbent no other would be ap- 
pointed in his place. The estimates in this 
department would therefore be temporary. 
.The erection of iron telegraph poles was a 
work which required some time, and the 
eatimate would be smaller for this. - His: 
Excellency then referred to the establish- 
ment of an additional Water Police Station. 
When he.first_ knew Hongkong many- rob- 
beries occurred in the harbour, now he did 
not know if there was a "harbour ‘in the 
world in which fewer robbers took plice than 
in that of Hongkong, and if they rendered 
‘the Water Police more comfortable the ser- 
vice would be still better. The next -item, 
was $29,000 for an Observatory, ‘but he 
hoped $20,000°.would be -bufficient: He. 
[ould take the opportunity of putting. be-

the Gaol, At that time the Colonial Secre- 
tary alluded to his report. for the month, 
which contained details of the average 
daily “occupants. The report appeared 
in the Gazette in June Jast. ° For the 
year 1880 it would bo seen by -that 
report, ‘that the daily’ average number 
was 500 or 600 and even” higher. 
In that ‘same report his hon. friend made 
the temark,"which was quite sound, that 
the daily average was not a fair test of 
tho progress or state of crime,-owing to the 
fact that the Supreme Court hnd now the 
power to deal with all crimes of moment 
and sent‘ the prisoners to jail on longer 
terms than they could have .been “sent to 
jail by the Magistrates. Crime itself was 
diminishing very much. It. was thought 
that he was harbouring in the gaol some 
700 hardoned criminals. He had called 
for a retum which showed tho real facts of 
the case.: Out of .609 prisoners in’. gaol- 
201 were Chinese male prisoners sentencod 
by the Supreme ‘Court. There were also 
so sentenced. 19- Chinese females and 7 
European males,—in all 227, And this 
number of prisuners represented the 
whole of the really serious crime in. the 
Culony. The Chinese females were all 
sentenced for offences. of -kidnapping, and 
their. number ‘was largely due to - the 
Society for the prevention .of that crime 
and for the ‘protection of women. There 
were 336 sentenced :by the Magistrates. 
These were not thero for any desperate 
crime, some were for hawking- without a 
license some for gambling, potty pilfering 
and auch like. The whole serious crime of 
the Colony was’ represented: by the 227 
prisoners, and that he considered most 
satisfactory, The result was due. to this 
efficiency .of thie police force und the 
efficieycy of the discipline-of the gacl. The 
cost was not excessive. In other towns 
where there was a Municipality there were 
certain police duties discharged by the Muni- 
cipality which. made, the cost at first sight 
look smaller, but here it had all to: go 
under one. Department. The ‘Census 
showed a population of 160,000 which we 
had to look “after. | Soveral hundred 
thonsands, he believed some 700,000 persons 
passed through the harbour here last-year ; 
the trafic and‘ commerce that had to be 
attracted were immonse,. Avid “he. con- 
tended that while our Police Force was the 
best in the avorld it was also the cheapest, 
Had crime been brought to a ininimum? 
Yes, and iiuch had been saved thereby, 
for crime was one of the dearest things to a 
community, .Ho ‘pointed to the tremgn- 
dous floating population and to the small 
number of thefts in the harbour, He felt 
confident, in Jaying these estimates before 
them, that they would meet with their full

IE have been led to bring this subject of 
emigration before the.

Excellency of correspondence relating’ 
to the ‘sto; oof emigration’ from this 
Colony to fawaiian Islands and to the 
examination of passengers to Australin by 
the steamer. Glamis Castle. In the course 
of that correspondence the phrase “‘involv- 
ing contract- of service”. appears, - Now 
this phrase mny be intorpreted within very 
wide and indofinite limits, and the- object: of.
